Washington Irving, in his life of Columbus, is very eloquent in praise of the 
language used in this first document ever printed relative to the discovery of 

America, and he considers it, on the whole, as far more authentic and valuable 

than the subsequent works of other authors, who, for the most part, wrote of 

things they never saw, and who recorded circumstances and deeds as facts which 
were entirely fictitious, and existed only in their own imaginations. All otber 
writers since the discovery of these precious gems, unite in admiration and the 
warmest eulogiums of their merit and extraordinary rarity, and some state, “ Every 
word of the letter should be incorporated in all future histories of America.” 

Dr. Robertson, notwithstanding his great research, was totally unacquainted with

This is a most interesting and curious historical volume. Eobanus was one of 
the most celebrated scholars and poets of his day, and called from thence the 
German Homer. ‘These letters are addressed principally to G. Sturtiades, a 
celebrated physician, John Lang (apparently a Scotchman) Philip Melancthon, 
Micylias the Poet, Camerarius and many others: there are also others in reply 
from Erasmus, Luther, Melancthon, &c. &c. Altogether it is a volume which 
will be read with much interest from the variety of information it affords of 
literary history, the passing news of the day, and the private history of the 
writers and their families. 

Eobanus appears to have attended regularly the book fairs at Frankfort, for 
the sale of his own, and purchase of other books for himself and friends. In one 
letter he says that ‘ there are no Greek Xenophons to be had, but some expected 
shortly from Venice. Plenty of Lucretius’ and Catullus’, but generally the 
Basle editions, and incorrect—none of Aldus’ at all.’ Frequent mention is made 
in other letters of Aldus, his editions, &c. 

In another letter to Lang, communicating the birth of his son, he mentions 
having received a visit from the Prince of Scots (James V.) who had brought a 
present with him. He also gives an account of the direful progress of the plague 
in Germany and disturbances there—50 houses destroyed here (Erfurt) in one 
night. Further on, towards the end of the volume, are also some most interesting 
letters from Erasmus to Eobanus, In one dated from England, he mentions the 
kindness with which he had been received in this country, and the desire of 
King, Queen, Archbishops, Bishops, and every body to do honour to him. 
‘The Archbishop of Canterbury (Cranmer) is as a father or brother to me; 
Lord Mountjoy, once my pupil, gives me an annual pension of 100 crowns; the 
King and the Bishop of Lincoln (Longland) promise much, and there is at Lon- 
dona Dr. John Colet, Dean of St. Paul’s, a man who combines the greatest 
learning with the most admirable piety, who loves me much.’ ‘ Have you seen 
the Opus Adagiorum, printed by Aldus? It is common place (profanum), cer- 
tainly, but very necessary to all learning,’ &c. There are also many other letters 
equally interesting, written, those of Eobanus especially, with great wit and

Heury first endeavoured to inveigle Pole into England, to explain 
to him the doctrine of the Pope’s supremacy, and failing io this, offered 50,000 
crowns for his head, and caused his brothers to be arrested and executed. The 
Pope considered Pule in imminent danger from Henry’s emissaries, and ordered 
a guard fur the protection of his person. Such is the very great rarity of the 
book, that Harley, Earl of Oxford, could never obtain acopy. His late Majesty’s 
library, rich in every department connected with the civil and ecclesiastical his- 
tory of the country, does not contain a copy. This edition is not mentioned by 
Dr. Dibdin, in his Library Companion, nor by De Bure, Brunet, or Dr. Adam 
Clarke.

The author of this curious volume, says Wood, was one of the principal lights 
of learning in his time; he is spoken of in terms of much commendation by 
Erasmus, Tonstal, Latymer, Colet, and others. Of his early education he him- 
self, in this volume, relates a curious avecdote. He states that Thomas Langton, 
Bishop of Winchester, noticing in him a knowledge of medicine far above his 
age, remarked that he was reserved fur better things; aud a few days afterwards 
sent him, at his own expense, to a school in Italy to learn the arts, at the sane 
time supplyiug him with an annual allowance. Cuthbert Tonstal and Latymer 
appear to have been among the earliest of his preceptors.

Pace was employed by Henry VIII. in several embassies, which he performed 
with great honour to himself and the English nation. He afterwards settled at 
Oxford, and was made Dean of St. Paul’s, and is spoken of by Stowe, and other 
histurians, as being a man of great integrity and honour. The above work is, 
as the title intimates, written for the express purpose of showing the advantage of 
study ; and is so interspersed with anecdotes of Sir Thos. More, and others, that 
it has been rendered not only instructive, but entertaining.

© O'Daly gives a history of the families of the Earls of Desmond, which be 
brings from Troy, among the followers of Eneas into Italy, and in process of 
time into Ireland. He gives a short account of the actions of those earls; bat 
chictly as they have a relation to the Roman cause, by screening the emussaries 
of that chureh (particularly Saunders) from the just rewards of their treasons, to 
which he adds a relation of the persecution of the Catholics of Irelaud under 
Queen Elizabeth and King James.” 

According to Dr. Smith, O’Daly was a native of Kerry, and on his ordination 
assumed the name of Dominic a Rosario, which he retained during his hfe. He 
lived for a time in the convent of Tralee, and was thence iuvited to Lisbon in the 
reign of Philip 1V., who then possessed Portugal, which was governed by the 
Duchess of Mantua. 

Being a man of good understanding, he soon became a favourite of that prin- 
cess, Who had established the new college of Corpo Santo, aud was by her wade 
the first rector of it. Afterwards, when Portugal had thrown off the Spanish 
yoke, and John of Braganza was advanced to the throne, he was appointed cova 
fessor to the new queen, and was in such high esteem with the hing tbat he 
employed him in many weighty affairs. In 16535 he way sent amboscador to 
France; but was recalled the following year, and died soon afterwards.—See an 
intere sting little volume lately published, entitled “ The Tour of Buullayc le Geus, 
in Ireland, in 644, edited by J’, Croftun Croker, Esq.”

To forget these caprices of fortune, he retired to Fortoiseau, near 
Melun, from whence these letters are dated; purchased the place, and there 
cultivated agriculture, philosophy, and the muses, while he lived. Cardinal 
Fleury in vain endeavoured to draw him from this seclusion, to send him as 
Ambassador to Petersburg ; Destouches chose rather to attend to his lands and 
woods, and with his pen correct the manners of his countrymen, than to go 
and confer with the boyards of Russia. Destouches supported the distinction 
of a polite and natural comic writer, though without the gaiety of Regnard, 
or the strong warm colouring of Moliere. He died in 1754, leaving a daughter 
and a son; the latter by order of Louis the Fifteenth, edited an edition of 
Destouches’ comedies, which were printed at the Louvre, in four volumes, quarto. 
Madame de Grafigny will be long remembered by her epistolary correspondence 
with Horace Walpole.

boy ; with two more pages on the necessity and progress of the Prince’s educa- 
tion, &c.

In one, dated Sept. 2lst, 1727, he professes 
himself out of temper, at his expending money as presents to friends. ‘ There 
are very few people worth valuing so much as to make oneself a farthing the 
poorer for them. For my part, I am grown quite out of humour with the world, 
and the more I[ grow acquainted with it, the less I like it. There is such a thing 
as cunning; there is falsehood, and there are views of self-interest that mix 
themselves in almost all the friendships that are contracted between man and 
man; these make friendship hardly worth cultivating any where, and sure, no 
- where worth being at any cunsiderable charge to preserve it.’ Another dated 
June 12, 1731, replete with observations on Public Affairs, the Ministers, &e. 
acquaints Colman, ‘ a pamphlet came out a few days ago, supposed to be writ 
by Sir Robert Walpole, wherein I am treated with great acrimony. It is neces- 
sary 1 should reply, and speedily too, so that, if I can, I must dip my pen 
A ; 
‘ Fast of Aug. 25, 1731, Colman, being resident at the Court of Tuscany, 
and some treaty going forward, Pulteney writes, ‘ I wish you could have got an 
article inserted in this treaty, whereby the Venus de Medicis, and half a dozen 
other of the best statues and curiosities of the gallery should be given and yielded 
to us, by way of acknowledgment for the services done to Don Carlos.’ 

June 1, 1732; ‘ this day is to conclude a very tedious Session of Parliament, 
and on Saturday the King begins his journey for Hanover. I hope our Court 
and that of Prussia are going to be reconciled, I am sure it is for their mutual 
interest to be on good terms with each other, and the delay of the match with the 
Princess of Mecklenbourg, makes ine conclade what I wish will be true, that the 
match will at last be made with our Princess. Lord Chesteafield is going to drink 
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the Scarborough waters, which I am sorry to think he stands so much in need of, 
perhaps a little quiet and regularity will set him up again, but at present he is in 
a bad way. 

Francis Colman died April 20, 1733; when the care of his son, since known 
as George Colman the Elder, born early in the preceding year, was undertaken 
by the Ear], whose letters to him commence in 1750, and are continued ti!] 1764, 
while pursuing bis studies at Westmioster School, Christ Church Coll. Oxford, 
and Lincoln’s Inu, containing much good counsel and friendly advice, with de- 
sultory and interesting notices on persons and passing events throughout. The 
series contains also two letters of the Countess of Bath, both addressed to 
Colman. 

Under the date of 1756, are several pages in Colman’s autograph of Lord 
Bath’s reasons for accepting the Peerage, the minutes of a conversation between 
the Earl and Hooke the Historian; aud though that conversation was intended 
to have been recorded as matter of history, no other particulars of the mysterious 
affair, as it was then considered, has transpired in avy other way. 

As a politician, none ranked higher in his day than William Pulteney, the 
deadly opponent of Sir Robert Walpole; he continued inflexibly severe, attacking 
the Minister with a degree of eloquence and sarcasm that worsted every antazo- 
nist; and Walpole was often heard to say that he dreaded his tongue more than 
another man’s sword. Pulteney lived long in the very focus of popularity, and 
was respected as the chief bulwark against the encroachments of the Crown ; bat 
from the moment he accepted the Earldom of Bath, all his favour with the people 
was at an end, and the rest of his life was spent in contemning that applause 
which he could no longer secure.
